The start of a new academic year 
always brings energy and excitement, not to mention problems and chaos, but it is, above the chance to review the week's 
all, a time for optimism and high expectations, for ourselves and for each other. event, nurse the wounds of sur- 

There are some important changes on campus thi« year. The new Health Sciences P};^^,^^^^''^!!.,^? r^!fi'il^f 
building (across from the School of Education) is shiny and prominent and a new campus 
signing system will soon be in evidence. There is a student ombudsperson (a symbol of 
our dedication to quality of service) and an improved off-<ampus housing service. 

There are other, less obvious changes which may be even more important in the 
long-run. Laurentian University has never been in greater demand. The financial 
situation has made it necessary to limit enrollments in all programmes and most have now 
reached quotas. While ensuring accessibility for the North is still a major plank in the 
Laurentian platform, students from other regions of the proviince can no longer count on 
finding a last-minute place. 

Today's student faces many pressures that would have been almost unknown a few 
short years ago. A generation ago, a university degree almost guaranteed a job, if not a 
large selection of jobs. Ironically, at a time when this is no longer the case, demand for 
places in Canadian universities has never been higher. Younger students today are 
competing with far more people for far fewer jobs than did their parents. Parents should 
thus beware of preaching the familiar "when I was your age" refrain - when we were your 
age, things were much easier, especially with a university degree. 

This is only the beginning of the pressures that new students are and will be facing. 
When both accessibility and quality are essential to Canada's future success, resource 
levels must go up if more and more students are to be educated effectively and, yet, it is 
increasingly obvious that governments cannot afford the levels of service that we need. 
This means an almost inevitable rise in tuition fees and, if we are not careful, student debt 
(more about this in my next column). 

Pressures for accountability mean that we, as publicly financed institutions, must 
undergo increasingly diligent self-examination to find new ways to do things, to continue 
to do more and better for less. This has implications for students as well. Those lucky 

enough to have a university place are going to have to 
prove that they deserve to keep it. While attending 
university is about far more than academic perform- 
ance, it must be first and foremost about academic 
performance. 

In this climate, I believe that it helps to be a smaller 
institution. While large enough, at just over 5000 
students, to offer a broad range of courses, programmes 
and services, Laurentian University is still small enough 
to personalize a university education. Students know 
their professors, they know each other (and a few of 
them even know the President!). If we can take full 
advantage of this (and we don't do nearly enough), 
Laiu-entian should be one of the most challenging, 
dynamic and friendly universities around. 

Please help me to ensure that this is the case - by 
participating, by enjoying and by challenging your- 
selves to get as much as possible out of LU by putting 
a lot into it. W^e'll all reap the rewards!

Services to students and increasing visibility and 
services for minority groups are the priorities for this 
year's SGA executive. This is the agenda as set by 
Heather Bishop, Vice- President External of the SGA. 

As there is currently no president of the SGA, it 
appears that Bishop will be setting policy for the student's 
organization. This includes putting past resentments 
between the two rival organizations on campus, the SGA 
and the AEF, aside. "We're here to help the students. 
we're not helping anyone if we're fighting." 

Another priority discussed by Bishop was increas- 
ing awareness of minority groups in the Laurentian Com- 
munity. She pointed out that the Womens group on 
campus is looking for a women's centre. "Money would 
be better spyent there than on the election of a President, 
"said Bishop. 

Also, the Lesbian, Gay and Bisexual organization on 
campus needs support. Bishop said, "I hope they find the 
courage to make themselves known." 

Finally, Bishop hopes to launch an Anti-racism 
campaign to the University in order to "sensitize students" 
to different cultural groups.

The Sudbury community is somewhat alienated so 
that the students organization may have to actively edu- 
cate its population. 

The last task for the SGA executive that Bishop 
outlined was that encouraging more interaction between 
LOGS, Laurentian Off-Campus Students and the other 
residences. She would like to avoid the continuation of 
conflict that has occurred in the past. Bishop said, "Eve- 
ryone is making an effort to breakdown barriers ." 

Bishop suggested that from most accounts Frosh 
Week has been "really good." She related that she is very 
excited about the coming year. 




In Memoriam - Angus Gilbert 



It is with great sorrow 
that Laurentian University an- 
nounces the death of E>r. An- 
gus Gilbert, Chair of the De- 
partment of History, at the age 
of 51, on August 17, 1993. 

E>r. Gilbert's very distin- 
guished career at Laurentian 
began in 1970 when he became 
a lecturer in the Department of 
History. He had received his 
B.A., M.A. and Ph.D. degrees, 
all in History, from the Univer- 
sity of Toronto. Over a 23-year 
period, he was active in many 
aspects of academic and ad- 
ministrative affairs at Lauren- 
tian. He chaired the Department of History from 1974 to 1980, 
1987 to 1990 and was re-appointed in 1991. 

I>r. Gilbert was awarded Laurentian *s first Distinguished 
colleague Award at the 1993 Spring Convocation ceremonies, 
for his outstanding contribution to teaching, research and gov- 
ernance at Laurentian University. At convocation, LU Presi- 
dent Eh". Ross Paul remarked: **I don't believe that anyone will 
ever better match the criteria [for this award] than this 
professor... he has made Laurentian University his life and we 
are much the richer for it." 

A memorial service will be held September 20 at 7 :OOp.m, 
in the Alphonse Raymond Auditorium. A reception with the 
family members will follow in the cafeteria. Charitable dona- 
tions wotild be welcomed to the Angus Gilbert Memorial Fund, 
through the Treasury Office at Laurentian University. 



SGA May Remain Without President 

indefinitely

The SGA Executive 
Board, which has been work- 
ing without a President since 
April, may continue without 
one until the end of the school 
year. 

Heather Bishop, Vice- 
President of the SGA sug- 
gested this in an interview 
Friday. She outlined a 
number of reasons why the 
SGA Board should suspend 
their constitution, which calls 
for the position of President 
to be filled. 

Bishop, who has taken 
on the responsibilities of the 
missing President, along 
with the other members of 
the executive, suggested that 
electing a new President at 



this stage would be counter- 
productive and costly. 

The SGA constitution 
calls for the nomination and 
election of a chief rettiming 
officer to supervise the elec- 
tion. Then the nominations 
of the candidates and the 
election itself must take 
place. Bishop argues that 
after all of this the new Presi- 
dent would only be in power 
for approximately ten weeks, 
before the spring elections. 

Also, the election and 
the President's honorarium 
will cost the SGA between 
$5 000 - $6 000. Finally, she 
suggests that it would be a 
"frustrating" job for a new 
p>erson to come in \vhen that 
person has not been involved 
in the planning and organi- 
zation that has taken place 



during the summer. 

Bishop stated that 
problems with SGA elec- 
tions before have "given 
Latirentian a bad name," re- 
ferring to past SGA election 
difficulties. 

The Vice-President 
cautioned that she plans only 
to present the idea of sus- 
pending the constitution to 
the SGA Board for its deci- 
sion on the matter. 

The position of Presi- 
dent of the SGA was left 
vacant when the acclaimed 
President Simon Chapelle 
was discovered to have voted 
twice in the election and was 
disqualified for the position 
of SGA President.
